Police: Despite photo, 
Olympian won’t face charges

COLUMBIA, S.C. A South Carolina sheriff said Monday he was not 
going to charge swimmer Michael Phelps after a photo of the 14- 
time gold medalist showed him smoking from a marijuana pipe. 

Richland County Sheriff Leon Lott said he couldn’t ignore the 
photo but defended his investigation. 

“Michael Phelps is truly an American hero ... but even with his star 
status, he is still obligated to obey the laws of our state,” Lott said. 

The photo showed Phelps smoking from a marijuana pipe at 
a party in November when he visited the University of South 
Carolina. 

Phelps has called his judgment bad and said he would learn 
from his mistake. 

The photo surfaced in the British newspaper News of the 
World on Feb. i. The swimmer, who won a record eight gold med- 
als at the Beijing Games, did not dispute its authenticity 

News of the World said the picture was taken during a party 
while Phelps was visiting the university During that trip, he 
attended one of the school’s football games and received a big 
ovation when introduced to the crowd. 

Earlier this month, the AP reported. South Carolina authorities 
made arrests in connection with the November party Lawyers for 
two of the people arrested told the AP authorities were trying to

make a case against Phelps. 

‘After they arrested {my client], they didn’t ask him, ‘Where 
did you get the marijuana?’ or ‘Who sold it to you?’ Almost all the 
questions they asked him were about Michael Phelps,” attorney 
Dick Harpootlian said. 

The party occurred nearly three months after the Olympics 
while Phelps was taking a break from training, and his actions 
should have no impact on the eight golds he won at Beijing. He 
has never tested positive for banned substances. 

This isn’t the first embarrassing episode for Phelps after an 
Olympic triumph. In 2004, a few months removed from win- 
ning six gold and two bronze medals in Athens, the swimmer was 
arrested on a drunken driving charge at age 19. He pleaded guilty 
and apologized for the mistake.

Facebook knows your age, alma mater and favor- 
ite band. It’s seen your spring break photos and 
read the messages you sent to your friend. So, 
can it do anything it wants with that content? 

Legally, almost. But in practice, the rules that 
govern Facebook’s relationship with its users are 
abstract and subject to constant negotiation. 

The blogosphere was abuzz Monday after 
a popular consumer affairs blog pointed out 
changes to Facebook’s terms of use that the 
social networking Web site quietly made earlier 
this month. The issue of who controls the data 
posted to the site is a massive gray area. 

Under both the old and new rules, members 
grant Facebook a license to use content “on or 
in connection with the Facebook Service or the 
promotion thereof” But the revised agreement 
eliminates language saying this license would 
“automatically expire” if content were removed 
from the site. 

Facebook founder and Chief Executive Mark 
Zuckerberg responded to the controversy 
Monday 

“When a person shares information on 
Facebook, they first need to grant Facebook a 
license to use that information so that we can 
show it to the other people they’ve asked us to 
share it with,” Zuckerberg wrote. “Without this 
license, we couldn’t help people share that infor- 
mation.” 

The controversy over the revised terms high- 
lights a crucial question of user responsibility in 
the social networking age: Do consumers under- 
stand what can happen to their data? 

Zuckerberg’s Monday post sought to down- 
play fears that Facebook has dark motivations 
for amassing user data. 

“We wouldn’t share your information in a way 
you wouldn’t want,” Zuckerberg said. “The trust 
you place in us as a safe place to share informa- 
tion is the most important part of what makes 
Facebook work.”

Red-light camera: $24,500. Pedestrian countdown signal: $12,000. The cost of keeping pedes- 
trians safe: Priceless. Despite safety measures such as red-light cameras, pedestrian countdown 
signals and crosswalk awareness initiatives, pedestrian deaths are on the rise in Chicago. 

Fifty-six pedestrian fatalities were logged last year— up from 49 deaths in 2007 and 48 deaths 
in 2006. City Department of Transportation spokesman Brian Steele said the department is re- 
viewing the reasons behind the uptick but said in certain cases, problems with pavement mark- 
ings, faulty signage and construction projects may be to blame. 


Steele also pointed to an increase of pedes- 
trians in Chicago— named the country’s 
fourth-most walkable city in 2008 by Walk 
Score, which calculates the walkability of any 
address. 

Still, Steele noted: “One fatality is one too 
many Fifty-odd pedestrian fatalities is close 
to an average of one a week, and that’s far 
too many We’re committed to this, and the 
most difficult part of this is changing driver 
behavior.” 

A RedEye analysis of pedestrian fatality 
data provided by the Illinois Department of 
Transportation revealed pedestrian deaths 
occurred across the city, but there were 
clusters of fatal crashes at intersections along 
Lake Shore Drive, Stony Island Avenue, 
Madison Street and Ashland Avenue. RedEye 
traveled to some of these danger spots and 
found problems still persist at intersections 
that employ even the costliest of safeguards. 

One of these hot spots is the intersection 
of Chicago and Cicero Avenues. Children 
are constantly crossing the thoroughfare, 
which is near an elementary school. A nearby 
health clinic run by Cook County draws a 
fair amount of foot and motorist traffic to 
the area. Two major CTA routes, the No. 66-

Chicago Avenue bus and the No. 54-Cicero 
Avenue bus, also cross paths there. 

When Stormi Davis crosses the 
intersection, she doesn’t walk— she jogs. 

“Tbu’re taking a chance with that light,” 
said Davis, 21, who lives in Austin. “It’s just 
hectic traffic. Like being on the expressway” 
But cars shouldn’t shoulder all the blame, 
said Jansen “John” Daoud, who runs a 
convenience store that faces the Chicago- 
Cicero intersection. 

“Kids and adults cross the line illegally,” 
said Daoud, who drives to work from Skokie. 
“Then cars come too fast.” 

Daoud says at that spot each week he sees 
two to three traffic accidents, including some 
that involve pedestrians. 


Last year, there were 29 calls to 311 about 
the Chicago- Cicero intersection, said 
Jennifer Martinez, spokeswoman for the 
Chicago Office of Emergency Management 
and Communications. Residents phoned 
about potholes, street marking paint requests, 
malfunctioning traffic and street lights and 
traffic issues. 

The city tried to address some of the traffic 
issues by installing a red-light camera there 
in 2007. Two pedestrians died at or near that 
intersection in separate incidents in 2008. 

In October, a car gunned the engine to hit 
a pedestrian, Steele said, citing police reports 
that suggest the death may have been a 
homicide. In June, a child pedestrian was hit 
by a car near the intersection. 

After a pedestrian death, CDOT goes to the 
crash site and tries to determine what caused 
the fatality, Steele said. In some cases, CDOT 
has replaced a traffic signal with a signal that 
has a timed countdown for pedestrians, 
repainted crosswalks so the lines were more 
visible and added signs. On residential 
streets, the transportation department plans 
to employ more traffic-calming measures, 
including traffic circles placed in the center 
of intersections, Steele said. 



On busier thoroughfares, the department is 
looking into implementing small “pedestrian 
refuge islands” in the medians of roadways. 
Pedestrians who are unable to cross the whole 
street before a light changes would be able to 
wait on one of these islands— which can be 
raised concrete or street-level partitions— 
until they get the right of way, Steele said. 

But improving crosswalks for pedestrians 
doesn’t come cheaply 

» A red-light camera costs $24,500. The city’s 
new contract with RedFlex called for more 
installations, which lowered the unit price of 
the camera from $100,000, Martinez said. 

There are 133 red-light cameras across 
Chicago, and the city plans to install about 
50 more cameras this year, Martinez said. 
The city’s goal is to have these cameras 
at 10 percent of Chicago’s roughly 2,900 
intersections by 2012. 

“We do feel like it’s creating safer 
intersections,” Martinez said. “We’ve seen 
59 percent average reduction in red-light

running. That means safer motorists and safer 
residents.” 

»New signs cost $6o to $75 to manufacture and 
install, Steele said, and most installations require 
multiple signs. 

» A $27,000 grant from IDOT paid for cross- 
walk awareness initiatives at two intersections 
on the Northwest Side last year. Chicago police 
pulled over and warned 179 motorists for fail- 
ing to yield to undercover officers posing as 
pedestrians at the intersections of Belmont and 
Lawndale Avenues and Milwaukee and Lawndale 
Avenues. 

Chicago Police Sgt. Antoinette Ursitti said 
similar initiatives “are planned” for this year, but 
she declined to say where and when they will 
occur. 

» Repainting a crosswalk for a 40-foot-wide 
street (one lane in each direction, plus a parking 
lane on each side) costs between $150 to $525 per 
crosswalk and $600 to $2,100 per intersection. 


Steele said. Wider arterial streets with two lanes 
in each direction, such as Western Avenue or 
Ashland Avenue, would cost more to repaint, 
Steele said. 

The city re-striped the crosswalks at the 
intersection of Roosevelt Road and State Street 
in 2008, Steele said. The South Loop intersection 
is a hotbed for traffic. The CTA Red, Green and 
Orange Lines stop by the intersection, which is 
near a Jewel, a Formula Fitness Clubs outpost 
and a Walgreens. 

A pedestrian, “apparently intoxicated,” was 
struck by a car there last year after repeatedly 
running across the street, Steele said. 

The intersection is set this month to get a new 
signal-timing device that increases the duration 
of the flashing “don’t walk” sign, Steele said. 

There’s also a red-light camera there, but 
that doesn’t seem to slow cars down, said Mare 
Deros, who crosses the intersection by foot 
three or four times a week— and drives through 
even more frequently — to go to work. 

“That doesn’t help at all,” said Deros, 24, of

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Burris defends 
himself— again

Before meeting with a group of pastors 
Monday at a South Side church, U.S. Sen. 
Roland Burris again defended himself, saying 
he filed an affidavit further detailing his con- 
tacts with Blagojevich administration insid- 
ers after realizing his earlier testimony before 
a House panel was incomplete. 

And he denied reports that he had done so 
because federal authorities had told him he 
had been secretly recorded. “Positively not 
true,” he said. 

After giving his statement in a parking lot 
across the street from Fellowship Missionary 
Baptist Church, 4543 S. Princeton Ave., 
Burris bolted across the street into a church 
entrance. 

He ignored shouted questions about the 
timing of his additional affidavit and if he has 
been contacted by federal authorities. 

Burris embarked Monday on a previously 
announced five-day “listening tour” of his 
new constituents around the state, where he 
may just get an earful. 

The driving tour was scheduled before 
Saturda/s revelations about Burris’ conver- 
sations with Blagojevich allies concerning 
Burris’ appointment to the Senate. 

Burris gradually has acknowledged 
deeper contacts with five close Blagojevich 
associates, including the ousted governor’s 
brother, after initially portraying himself as a 
surprise pick for the Senate seat. In an affi- 
davit, Burris said Robert Blagojevich called 
him three times seeking Burris’ fundraising 
assistance. 

Burris insisted Sunday that he had done 
nothing wrong and that there were no incon- 
sistencies between his sworn testimony to 
House lawmakers and the conversations relat- 
ed in his later affidavit. None of those conver- 
sations was “inappropriate,” he asserted. 

Republicans have called for an investiga- 
tion into whether he committed perjury and 
some have asked for his resignation. Burris 
said those Republicans were just playing 
politics.

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Switching sides 


Northside’s 
owners try 
their luck 
on the 
South Side

Russ and Desiree Grant have done their part to colonize the city’s Northwest 
Side with trusty neighborhood hangouts: Street Side, Northside and Logan Bar 
& Grill. 

Street Side and Northside helped lead the gentrification charge in Humboldt 
Park and Wicker Park, respectively And Logan Bar & Grill, while late to the 
Logan Square party, has been met with open arms by the neighborhood. 

For Simone’s Bar, the Grants’ brand-spanking-new venture, the duo has 
headed south to Pilsen, which has been teetering on the edge of gentrification 
for years. It appears their forecasting skills are as sharp as ever. Pilsen will soon 
have two other new spots: Ristorante A1 Teatro in the historic Thalia Hall in 
mid-March and a sibling to Lula Cafe in April. 

The Grants have joined forces with restaurateur Michael Noone (Danny’s, 
Francesca’s) to venture into this part of town, and it appears Noone may have 
helped them buck their trend of cookie-cutter interiors, breaking the mold to 
better fit the neighborhood. They enlisted local graffiti artists to paint the walls, 
stacked the menu with cheap and trendy beer picks, and hired a design firm to 
build the place out of salvaged materials, resulting in a jaw-dropping interior 
that’s nothing like we’ve seen elsewhere in the city We stopped in opening week- 
end to take the temperature on this new spot. 


THE CROWD 

Even on the second night open, 
Simone’s already had corralled 
a crowd from throughout 
the Southwest Side, a true 
indication of how starved the 
area is for nightlife. It’s arguably 
the hippest option for denizens 
of nearby University Village, 
where sports bars like Junior’s 
and Morgan’s dominate, but 
if you’re hoping to catch the 
latest game, this is not your 
scene. The only TVs play black- 
and-white movies, and the artsy 
folks here are more likely to 
discuss the bar’s soundtrack of 
loungey electronica than March 
Madness predictions. 

THE LOOK 

Ever wonder what it’d feel like 
to be inside a pinball machine? 
Design firm Alter Ego pieced 
together the interior from 
a menagerie of salvaged 
materials, resulting in an 
assault of lights, bright colors 
and kooky fixtures that bounce 
your eye from one thing to 
the next. Booths are built from 
actual pinball machines and 
church pews, and massive 
wooden columns flank benches 
woven from seat belts. The 
back room takes on a mad- 
scientist vibe, with tabletops cut 
from science lab countertops 
covered in scratchitti and test 
tubes artfully arranged around 
a lecture hall-style sliding 
chalkboard. Even the menus 
are clever, printed on paper 
fastened to funky file folders 
with oversized paperclips. 


THE EATS 

Giving a nod to the neighborhood’s 
Mexican culture with an American bar 
food menu peppered with Latin touches 
is where the concept takes a stumble. 
Some attempts at providing authentic 
“Pilsen” flavor are hits (like bringing in 
tres leches cake from nearby Kristoffer’s 
Bakery), while others are pretty watered 
down. We hardly detected any spice in 
the guacamole, jalapeno and chihuahua 
cheese-topped Pilsen burger ($9), 
and though the empanadas ($7.50 for 
six) were properly flaky, the chipotle- 
chicken filling had hardly any heat. 
Ample vegetarian and vegan options, 
which plenty of bars overlook, are a big 
redeeming factor. 

THE DRINKS 

The solid beer list is part microbrew, 
part low-brow. You can swig $2.50 
Old Style and PBR tallboys or choose 
on-tap picks from the likes of Ska, 

Dark Horse, Bell’s and Three Floyds. 
Cocktails range from the classic pisco 
sour to the gimmicky Double Bubble, a 
Pop Rocks-rimmed mix of pear vodka, 
orange juice and champagne. Ordering 
the Tradicional ($9), a tweak on a 
paloma, made with tequila, grapefruit 
juice and pomegranate liquor with a 
salted rim, prompted a check-in from 
the bartender, admitting he was still 
messing with the recipe. 

BOTTOM LINE 

Some will never be able to get over 
the inevitable “Northside coming 
to the South Side” stigma, but in a 
neighborhood with few nightlife 
options, most will find a refreshing 
change of scenery in Simone’s. It’s also 
worth a visit just to ogle the beyond- 
cool interior.
